THE BICYCLE SADDLE.

A good saddle |s something that can
only be appreclated by those who have
been riding a bhad one. It I1s a thing
of beauty, Joy and pleasure as long as
it laste, The appearance is nothing, as
compared with the comfort It afords,
though In looks the saddle may not
necessarily he disreputable. If one
would only pay attentlon and notice
the various saddles ridden, 1t will he
seen that they embrace n large field,
of all kinds and slges, of all shapes and
pecullar appearances, embracing a
large varlety of manufacture and all
styles of construction. The woman's
snddle Is easily distingulshable from
that of the man's, on account of its
short and squatty appearance, though
there are many falr riders who still
cling to the regulation man's saddle,
It may be remarked that this s the
first year In which the saddie for the
different sexes has assumed a differ-
ent shape, and next year the difference
in constructlon may bhe even more
marked.

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In purchasing a wheel always make
It & point with the dealer to exchange
the saddle if not satisfactory, With
maost dealers this 1s understood, though
with some It I8 not, and no change of
gaddie will be glven without extra cost,
The manufacture of saddles has heen
brought down to an anatomical basis,
and select one which you think is best
eulted for you. A heavily built person
generally requires a  broad saddle,
while a elender person generally gets
more satlsfaetion out of a narrow type
of saddle, This I8 rather general,
though there  are  exceptions, A
medinmesizged person, of couree, has to
use discretion in selecting o saddle. Do
not imagine the saddle B no good after
a trial of one day. That i3 not suffie-
fent time. If a person |8 new to riding
any kind of saddle will hurt and make
the rider stifY, and oftentimes when an
experienced rider remaing off the wheel
for a year or so and rides agaln for
any distance he Is apt to be troubled
with saddie soreness,

Whether to use a hard or soft saddle
Is a puzgiing question for some to an-
swer. There arve rome makes of saddles
placed on the market which are as
hard as a board, while, agaln, there
are othere almosl as soft as 4 feather
bed. The cushloned and the pneumatico
saddle may be clasged under the latter
head, Then there are saddles sold with
a spring saddle post, though In the
product of this year there are very few
spring saddle posts used, They are out
of date. There was a time when they
stood In good use, That was during
the day of the old solid tire machine,
which weighed anywhere forty=
five to fifty-six pounds, and perhaps
maore. The spring was made
object, and it fulfilled its purpase well
With the solid tire there was nothing
to take up or deaden the vibration of
the machine, In crossing every little
rut the rider would feel the stealn on
the wheel, and likewise the vibration,
which tired and stiffened one much
more than would be unagined, The
spring saddle post was used to deaden
this vibration, and it partly did, though
never entirely.

With the advent
tire the spring post began
The large tires, Nlled with
found to be sufMlclent to take up all
vibration, though In the early history
of the pneumatie It must be admitted
that the tires were much heavier, more
clumsy and less resilient than those of
the present day. The spring of the
saddle was found to be useless, and
the ourved post was abandoned. The
strulght post, which I8 now In general
ure, was adopted, and the spring, which
was constructed in the saddle post, was
made a part of the saddle. In the opin.
lon of the weriter, the spring In the
eaddle Is much better than a cushlon
or pneumatie padding of the surface
of the saddle. This virtually tmplies
that the hard saddle s preferable to
the soft one, though, of course, the
selectlon of the saddle lies with the
person most directly Interested,

Baddle sorencss will come, no matter
what make of saddle is used, If the
rider remains seated for any length of
tne, Bome persons gel sadle sore after
riding fiftesn or twenty miles without
a dismount, while others may ride sev-
eral hundred miles without feeling the
effect, The cause is most likely due to
a fallure of the blood to elreulats as
freely us It ordimarily should. TFrom

much sooner on a oushionsd or padded
saddie than upon a hard one. This
fact has been demonstrated In a num-
ber of long distance races, especially
nt the six-day events held In this oty.

When the rider 18 satisfied with the
eaddie, and finds that after a week's
uee It does not ehafe, the only thing to
be done In to Keep It In good repalr.
At least n week should be given for a
thorough trial, as it takes that long and
sometimes longer to fully bireak In a
saddle, as It is termed,. A noew saddle
Is made soft and pliable by pse, and
gradually works Into shape to fit the
rider, and it Is this shapeless process
that ocauses more of lesp Algcontent
With a erpddle to the new rider, A
#addle which appears to it at the bee
ginning I8 apt to be worked Into a
shape that causres more or less trouble
In future riding.

Though It seoms as though only a
Ihmited number of peorsons are aware
of the fact, most enddles oun be regu-
Inted whenever desired, The continual
weight of the body Is very apt to
stretch the leather, and after two or
three months' hard riding the saddle
will sag In the center, In a majority
of cages the average rider does not ap-
pear to take anv notice of this, and
continues te vide, The result 18 that
oftentimes the springs beneath begin
to make an Impression through the
leather, while the rear back board Is
by another improssion, The
remedy is simple. Look beneath the
saddle, and the rider will find that he
ean tighten the leather by elther work-
Ing a serew or loosing a nut, and
throw the pommel out still further,
This takes only a short time, and many
riders will find comfort In using the
gaddle agnin,

In regard to the position of the sad-
dle. For general use [t ls begt to have
the saddle adjusted on a level; that
Is, have the rear end and the pome-
mel op horn on the same line. Though
gome riders prefer it, the writer does
not recommend the ralsing of the
pommel end of the saddle above a level
of the rear end. It not only serves
to chafe at certain seasons of the year,
but the rider Is apt to get hurt when
mounting, or get caught In the saddle
when dismounting. The scorcher and
racing men seem to prefer the pommel
end somewhat lower than the rear end,
Thig I8 thought to give additional lev-
erage in pushing the wheel, bracing
the arms on the drop handle bars,
and most likely It does.

The location of the saddle i another
thing that should be consldered, In
buying a wheel t §s best to get a T-
ghaped saddie post instead of an Le
shaped one. With the former the sad-
dle ean be fastened directly over the
pedals, which Is clalmed to he the prop-
er locution, but If this should bring
the body too cloge to the handle Sars,
then the saddle can be taken off and
placed on the other end of the post,
giving more satistaction. In fact, some
prople clalm that they can pedal with
much more satisfaction when slight-
l¥ behind the pedals than when die
rectly over them, This !-‘plrhu:mguma-
thing that' ean best be left to the dis-
cretion of the rider. Tt Is also sug-
gested that the proper helght of the
saddle from the pedals should be just
the distance from the heel up, In oth-
er words, the saddle ghould bhe placed
at that helght from which a person
ean touch the pedal with the heel when
sitting on the wheel, Though this may
be ®o, on account of the demand for
lower framed wheels and mso the drop
sprocket. many riders this year are
pedaling with a slight bend In the low-
er limbs,

Every now and then the
should receive some attention, It often
happens that the wheel begins to
squeak when in motion, and it is the
hardest thing Imaginable to locate the
noise. In a majority of cages the trou-
ble lles in the saddle, Examine it and
see If any parts have worked loose,
This is frequently the case, and when
the looge parte are tightened the dif-
ficulty will have been overcome. Some-
times there s friction in the saddle
#prings, and a drop of oll will prevent
the annoying sound, If a rivet works
Inoge the rider himeelf ought to be able
to fix it. Rivets can be hought at any
hardware slore for about five cents a
dogen, and It is casy enough to placa
one In position,
